Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  field  covered^  by  this  report  is  the  restricted  one  which 
remains  within  the  Authority’s  jurisdiction  after  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  has  placed  the  personal  health  services 
under  other  control.  As  I said  last  year,  that  remaining  work, 
though  less  spectacular  than  the  functions  we  have  lost,  is  still 
exceedingly  important,  and  it  is  to  this  work  that  we  owe,  in 
large  part,  the  fact  that  the  death  rate,  the  infant  mortality 
rate,  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  and  the  death  rate  from 
diarrhoea  and  enteritis  in  children  under  two  years  old  are 
significantly  below  the  national  average.  Environmental 
health  work— the  maintaining  of  reasonable  housing  standards, 
satisfactory  water  supplies,  food  inspection,  the  cleanliness  of 
food  handling  and  supplies  and  so  on — is  a community  activity 
of  the  highest  value  and,  in  addition  to  saving  lives,  makes  life 
healthier  and  better  worth  living. 

I forecast  last  year  that  we  might  expect  a further  fall  in 
the  birth  rate.  That  rate  is  now  16.3  as  against  17.9  in  1948 
and  21.3  in  1947,  and  is,  in  fact,  very  slightly  below  the  national 
average.  It  may  fall  further  still,  but  I do  not  expect  the 
decline  to  continue  at  the  same  speed  unless  some  special 
national  or  international  influences  come  into  action. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  risen.  In  a sense,  last  year’s 
figure  was  “ too  good  to  be  true  ”,  but  this  year’s  is  still  very 
low,  being  the  second  lowest  recorded  in  the  borough  and  con- 
firming that  we  are  not  labouring  without  success  in  this  field. 
The  tuberculosis  death  rate  has  improved,  though  the  cancer 
death  rate  has  risen  somewhat.  This  last  is  partly  fortuitous. 
Cancer  is  a disease  of  advancing  age.  If,  therefore,  the  im- 
proving environment  of  a town  makes  it  easier  for  people  to 
live  on  into  old  age  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  incidence  of 
cancer  will  increase  proportionately ; in  this  connection  it 
should  be  noted  that  more  than  half  the  Colchester  residents 
who  died  during  the  year  had  reached  or  passed  the  traditional 
three  score  years  and  ten. 

Infectious  disease  was  not  unduly  prevalent.  The  330  ca_ses 
of  measles  were  only  about  half  the  number  which  occurred  in 
1948,  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  fell  steeply  and  epidemic 
jaundice  diminished.  Once  again  no  case  of  diphtheria 
occurred. 
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I have  commented  specifically,  in  the  body  of  the  report,  on 
certain  items  which  merit  attention.  In  this  introductory 
letter,  there  is  only  one  other  matter  on  which  observations 
seem  to  be  required,  namely  that  of  the  future  relationship 
between  the  Borough’s  health  officers  and  those  of  the  County 
Council.  To  me  it  is  a cause  for  grave  disappointment  that  the 
administration  of  different  parts  of  the  health  services  has  been 
distributed  between  different  local  authorities.  Health  work  is 
many-sided  and  there  is  no  part  of  local  government  work 
which  has  not  some  health  implications ; perhaps  those  respon- 
sible for  recent  changes  may  yet  learn  greater  wisdom  and  set 
up  new  and  more  effective  all-purpose  or  most-purpose 
authorities. 

In  the  meantime,  there  is  much  to  be  gained  by  keeping 
some  measure  of  liaison  between  the  services.  I am  certain 
that  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  Borough,  the  County  Council 
and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  that  local  executive  powers 
should  be  co-ordinated  by  making  use  of  common  officers  giving 
part  of  their  time  to  the  work  of  each  authority.  It  has  un- 
doubtedly been  of  great  value  that  the  medical  and  senior  lay 
administrative  and  clerical  officers  have  been  jointly  employed 
in  this  way  and  I hope  that  all  possible  steps  will  be  taken  to 
make  sure  that  the  principle  continues  to  operate. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  once  again  to  thank  you  for 
your  continued  encouragement  and  co-operation  and  to  com- 
mend to  you  the  energetic  and  loyal  service  which  has  been 
rendered  throughout  the  year  by  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
department.

DEATH  RATE. 

A town  with  a large  proportion  of  elderly  people  will 
obviously  find  it  hard  to  keep  down  its  death-rate;  it  is  both 
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unfair  and  misleading  to  compare  the  death  rate  of  such  a 
town  with  that  of  one  containing  a high  proportion  of  young 
people.  The  Registrar  General  deals  with  this  by  “ correctin°-  ” 
the  death  rate  as  he  has  done  for  Colchester  in  the  table  above. 
The  “ crude  ” death  rate  of  10.9  is  the  actual  number  of  deaths 
per  thousand  population.  The  “ corrected  ” death  rate  is  the 
rate  which  would  have  been  expected  to  occur  if  the  population 
•of  the  town  had  contained  the  average  proportion  of  men  and 

r 

woman  at  all  ages,  and  it  is  this  corrected  rate  which  must  be 
used  in  comparing  our  figures  with  those  of  other  towns. 

During  the  war  the  use  of  these  factors  ceased  and  now 
•conditions  are  more  settled  the  factors  can  again  level  up  the 
nates  respecting  residential  towns  and  the  newer  industrial 
sareas. 

Colchester’s  uncorrected  death  rate  is  10.9  but  when  multi- 
jiplied  by  the  factor  0.91  it  becomes  9.9.  From  a national  point 
; of  view  Colchester’s  death  rate  is  10.9  compared  with  the  whole 
i country’s  rate,  worked  out  in  the  same  way,  of  11.7.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

In  July,  1949,  work  was  commenced  on  the  Layer  Road 
drainage  sewer  consisting  of  42ins.  and  39ins.  concrete  tubes 
with  a total  length  of  740  yards.  In  addition  further  drainage 
works  proceeded  on  the  Shrub  End  Housing  Estate  involving 
the  construction  of  21ins.,  15ins.,  12ins.,  9ins.,  and  6ins. 
diameter  sewers  totalling  an  approximate  length  of  2,400  yards. 

Four  new  Cesspools  were  authorised  to  be  built  by  the 
Borough  Engineer’s  Department  during  the  year.  One  new 
well  was  also  sunk. 


Water. 

On  June  6th,  1949,  the  Lexden  Reservoir  was  brought  into 
action  using  two  pumps,  one  large  and  one  small,  with  a large 
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stand-by  pump  in  case  of  break-down.  The  plumbo-solvent 
Lexden  Spring  water  is  now  mixed  with  that  of  the  borehole, 
thus  dispensing  with  the  need  to  treat  the  Spring  water  with 
caustic  soda.  The  consumption  per  head  per  day,  excluding 
water  supplied  to  the  Military,  was  38.95  gallons.  The  length 
of  pumping  distribution  mains  is  87.225  miles.  Details  of  water 
supply  remain  as  in  report  for  1944. 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  work  of  house  and  trade  refuse  collection  has  proceeded 
smoothly  throughout  the  year  and  a weekly  collection  service 
of  refuse  and  salvage  lias  been  maintained.  Two  new  refuse 
collection  vehicles  have  been  purchased  during  the  year. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Stanway 
Refuse  Disposal  Depot.  Tipping  in  layers  to  a depth  of  6 feet 
is  practiced  and  all  refuse  is  covered  with  soil  to  a minimum 
depth  of  9 inches  at  the  end  of  each  day,  with  a final  minimum 
covering  of  18  inches. 


Street  Cleansing. 

Street  cleansing  operations  have  been  carried  out,  using 
manual  labour  and  a Mechanical  Sprinkler  Sweeper-Collector. 
All  street  gullies  in  the  borough  were  emptied  and  cleansed 
at  least  three  times  during  the  past  year. 


Salvage. 

Salvage  operations  are  being  continued  in  the  borough  and 
a new  5-year  contract  for  the  sale  of  waste  paper  has  been 
entered  into  with  Thames  Board  Mills  Limited.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year  3,580  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
made  by  the  Rodent  Operator  and  403  premises  were  freed. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  complaints  of  rat  infestation  were 
received  and  dealt  with.  Seven  informal  notices  were  served.

The  public  sewers,  including  the  Southern  Outfall  System, 
were  again  baited.  The  older  sewers  again  showed  evidence 
bf  infestation  but  no  evidence  of  rats  was  found  in  the  more 
modern  Southern  Outfall  System. 

In  addition  the  refuse  tips  and  other  lands  and  premises 
likely  to  attract  rats  received  attention  and  treatments  were 
carried  out  where  found  to  be  necessary. 

The  method  of  destruction  was  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries ; the 
estimated  number  of  rats  and  mice  killed  is  2,923,  and  of  these, 
1,586  dead  rats  and  mice  were  picked  up.

The  revision  of  the  points  scheme  for  the  allocation  of  new 
houses,  made  in  the  autumn  of  1949,  increased  the  weight  given 
to  overcrowding,  illness  and  the  presence  of  housing  defects 
which  might  adversely  affect  health.  As  I said  last  year,  it  is 
impossible  to  devise  any  house  allocation  scheme  which  is  ab- 
solutely fair  and  which  takes  account  in  an  equitable  manner 
of  all  the  many  and  complex  factors  involved.  So  far  as  human 
needs  can  be  assessed  on  paper  I do  now  feel  that  the  present 
scheme  is  as  good  a one  as  could  be  devised.  I still  have  to 
devote  much  time  to  the  distressing  task  of  interviewing  appli- 
cants for  re-housing  who  feel  that  their  own  troubles  are  not 
receiving  enough  attention.  Among  them,  as  might  be  ex- 
pected, are  a few  who  are  trying  to  take  a not  very  fair 
advantage  of  their  fellows,  but  I am  greatly  impressed  by  the 
reasonableness  and  even  the  unselfishness  of  the  majority,  Avho 
realise  that  they  are  not  the  only  victims  of  present  unfortun- 
ate circumstances. 

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  housing  problem  which  re- 
quires consideration.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  tables  that  927 
houses  were  found  to  have  defects  rendering  them  in  some 
respects  unfit  for  habitation.  The  average  annual  number  of 
houses  found  to  be  defective  during  the  last  five  years  is  about 
1,000.  This  is  to  be  compared  with  a figure  of  700-800  before 
the  war,  and  is  evidence  of  a progressive  deterioration  of  local 
working-class  house  property.  Further  evidence  is  furnished 
by  a post-war  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  in  which  the 
service  of  formal  notices  is  necessary  to  ensui'e  that  repairs  are  I 
carried  out. 

Prior  to  1939  something  like  fifty  houses  a year  were  being  I 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  being  demolished. 
In  the  last  eleven  years  the  number  has  been  negligible.  This 
does  not,  however,  mean  that  there  are  no  slum  houses  in 
Colchester ; it  means  that  our  standards  are  so  far  lowered  that  I 
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*e  are  allowing  slums  to  be  inhabited.  It  is  fortunate  that  the 
aek  of  our  slum  clearance  programme  was  broken  in  pre-war 
ears,  as  otherwise  the  situation  would  now  be  truly  appalling, 
accurate  figures  are  not,  in  present  circumstances,  available, 
oough  I hope  to  report  to  the  Health  Committee  in  detail 
sfore  very  long.  I would,  however,  say  that  there  are  up  to 
tfty  houses  in  the  town  which  should  be  regarded  as  slums  by 
ly  standards  and  that  probably  a further  two  hundred  would 
2 slum  by  our  own  pre-war  standards. 

These  houses  are  growing  older  and  more  difficult  to  repair 
ith  every  year  that  passes.  Other  houses  are  deteriorating, 
eeause  we  have  decided  to  give  pride  of  place  to  the  over- 
■owded  we  have  shelved  our  slum  problem,  but  it  is  only 
aelved — it  is  far  from  being  solved.  If,  in  ten  years’  time,  we 
each  our  target  of  a separate  dwelling  for  every  family  we 
aall  have  a formidable  task  before  us  in  dealing  with  twenty 
ears’  arrears  of  slum  clearance  work. 

It  therefore  behoves  us  to  consider  whether  our  present 
olicy  is  entirely  right.  It  can  be  argued  that  there  is  nothing 
ke  a home  of  one’s  own,  even  if  that  home  be  a dilapidated 
me,  but  the  argument  is  not  one  to  be  pushed  too  far.  It  is 
ae  function  of  a house  to  give  protection  against  wind  and 
reather  and  it  is  neither  fair  nor  consistent  with  public  health 
nid  housing  law  to  compel  property  owners  to  spend  unreason- 
able sums  on  patching  up  unfit  houses  with  the  certain  know- 
edge  that  the  patching  will  be  effective  only  for  weeks  or 
uonths.  Obviously  the  present  is  not  a time  at  which  whole- 
learted  slum  clearance  can  be  started,  but  it  would  be  sound 
tolicy  in  every  way  to  consider  a programme  of  “ nibbling  ” at 
rar  worst  slums,  even  if  only  an  annual  quota  of  five  or  ten 
uch  houses  could  be  dealt  with.

During  the  year  75  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  sub- 
mitted for  examination  and  of  these  60  satisfactorily  passed  the 
prescribed  tests.

Unsatisfactory  reports  were  followed  up  and  advice  and 
assistance  given  where  necessary.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
manufacturers  in  the  main  are  keen  to  produce  a hygienic  com- 
modity. Expensive  equipment  has  been  installed  and  premises 
improved  and  it  is  I think  true  to  say  that  the  majority  of 
those  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  side  of  the  industry  are 
making  a real  effort  and  a contribution  to  the  cause  of  clean 
and  wholesome  food.  That  the  results  are  not  always  satis- 
factory is  a cause  for  disappointment,  but  nevertheless  the  im- 
provement revealed  in  the  above  table  is  encouraging,  and 
continued  co-operation  between  all  concerned  should  result  in 
further  improvement. 

There  is  as  yet  no  nutritional  or  fat  standard  for  Ice  Cream 
and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Ministry  appear  to  be 
quite  definite  in  their  view  that  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  fix 
a standard.  Thirteen  samples  have,  however,  been  submitted
